Dial, with the whole of his «taff. w a3 
captured and all of the rebels were dis 
arm ed. 
T ha casualties were insignifi­ 
cant. 
Thus ended the rebellion headed by 
the nephew of the deposed president ( 
of the republic, who a few' days ago 
took the city of Veta Cruz without fir­ 
ing a shot. 
T he entire army of General Diaz, 
composed of 2500 men, wa# disarm ed 
by the victorious federals. 
The battle raged for three hours 
before the governm ent forces under 
General Beltran forced the insurgents 
to surrender. 
T he rebels were driven back into 
the city from the suburbs and made 
their last stand iii tile barracks, which 
were taken by storm. 
General Diaz surrendered after Gen­ 
eral B eltran's troops had brought can­ 
non to hear on the barracks The reb­ 
els were completely trapped and Dis* 
notified the federal com m ander that he 
would yield In order to av e rt great 
loss of life 
This defeat is expected finally to 
end the attem pt of Felix Diaz, the 
nephew of form er P resident Porfirio 
Diaz, to depose President Madaro aud 
m ake himself head of the country. 


Washington Hears News of Attack. 
W ashington, Oct. 24

com m enced attac k on city at 6.30 a. 
rn.” 
This laconic wireless message, re­ 
ceived at the state departm ent front 
C om m ander Charlo* F Hughes, of the 
cruiser l>es Moines, wa* the first inti­

Vara Cruz between Hie Mexican ted 
erals under General Beltran and the 
revolutionists under General Diaz had 
been begun 
The com m ander of the Des Moines 
Informed 
the 
departm ent that the 
re’ 
I#, w arned of tile federals' Ellen­ 
ton to a. 
were prepared for the 
engagem ent and went into tile battle 
confident of victory. 
He added that the foreigners in Vera 
Cruz were entirely safe. the consular 
corps 
having 
established a neutral 
zone for A m ericans aud other f e i g n ­ 
er* and non-combatants. 
The long-heralded battle was begun 
after many hours of negotiations be­ 
tween 
General Diaz, self proclaimed 
provisional president, and the fedeia! 
c >mBlander. Em issaries of Diaz tried 
to persuade General Beltran to desert 
Hie Madera ( ans#* and enlist under hi* 
own banner 
Beltran is said to have 
been offered the post of m inister of 
war, but he declined. 
During the night the little arm y of 
Genera! Beltrain was Joined by those 
of General Zeosaya and General Vega 
from Santa Fe 
The intrenched posi­ 
tion of the rebel troops was attacked 
from three sides at the sam e time.
